3.  Thuja  occidentals  wareana,  18-24  in.  (Ware  Arborvitae) 

4.  Thuja  occidentalis  globosa,  15-18  in.  (Globe  Arborvitae) 

5.  Pinus  montana  mughus,  18-24  in.  (Mugho  Pine)
